CONTINUE TRACTOR TESTS 


University Engineers Carrying Out 


Provisions Intended to Pro- 


tect Purchasers. 


The Nebraska tractor testing law is 


still in force and the testing of all new 
models of tractors to be sold in Ne- 
braska is progressing as rapidly as 
the tractors are submitted for test be- 
fore the board of testing engineers at 
the agricultural college. 
No tractor 


cad be sold in the state without first 
being tested by this board and 
the 


dealer having a permit to sell it. Infor- 
matino concerning tractors tested in 
1920-21 and 22 Is available in bulletin 
form and can be secured from the ag- 
ricultural extension service, Lincoln. 


Nebraska is the only state which 


has conducted such a test. The engi- 
neers say that its value both to farm- 
ers and to the manufacturers can be 
proven. 
Of the eighty-six machines 


which completed the tests in the past 
three years only sixteen went 
thru 


without some change in mechanism or 
specification. Forty-seven tractors at 
tempted the test, but could not com 
plete it and are not being sold in Ne 
braska. In 1920 anly 15.4 per cent of 
the machines tested completed 
the 


test as originally specified while in 
1922 
80 per cent of them did. The in- 


crease of 29.2 per cent in fuel economy 
of kerosene 
tractors of 1922 model 


over the same tractor of 1920 model 
also showed how the manufacturer 
have been helped in making their trac- 
tor a more efficient machine thru the- 
requirement of passing this test.

that the treasurer is doing business 
with capitol funds. 
The first of the 


month he had $1,964,685 in that fund, 
but the overdraft on the general fund 
has been wiped out And. it is the hope 
of the treasurer that he can keep the 
general fund out of the "red." When 
there is no money in that fund the 
treasurer cashes general 
fund 
war- 


rants with other state funds on hand 
which are not being used. This pre- 
vents state warrants from being dis- 
counted and keeps them at par value. 


Next Saturday Treasurer Robinson 


will close the temporary school fund 
account and turn the money over to 
the state superintendent to be appor- 
tioned according to law.

1923 * 
On' or about March 23 the Journal 


company notified the Social Welfare 
Society that it would be asked to ad- 
minister the fund and on the same day 
forwarded to this office a check for 
S500 
This society immediately began a 


visitation of the families who suffered 
from the fire and continued until a 
personal acquaintance was had with 
every sufferer, and- information 
se- 


cured as to the amount of loss by the 
flre, amount 
of Insurance received. 


other ressources on hand, aid obtained 
from other sources 
and immediate 


needs to be supplied. 
Twenty-four families were involved 


In the flre including 
fifty-seven 
in- 


dividuals. In a few cases there was 
found to be immediate need for sup- 
plies and emergency orders were is- 
sued for groceries, clothing, etc. 


In addition to rasing a cash relief 


fund the Journal made an appeal for 
contributions of clothing and 
house- 


hold goods, and a large number of do- 
nations were received. These 
were 


collected by the social welfare society 
and were stored at the Ford Delivery 
company and in a vacant store room 
of Pauley Lumber company on 
Js 


etreet All of the flre sufferers were 
given full opportunity to select all 
articles needed. 
It was found that 


the larger part of the goods were un- 
suitable and were not taken by the 
fire sufferers. It was decided to con- 
duct a rummage sale for the disposal 
of these articles and this was done 
and 
the 
proceeds, 
amounting 
to 


$94.23, were added to the flre relief 
fuds.

On May 30 a committee appointed 


by N. Z. Snell, president of the so- 
ciety, met and carefully 
considered 


the report of the secretaries on the 
needs of the several fire sufferers. 
Those present were N. Z. Snell, Prof. 
G. O. Virtue, H. J. Hall, T. T. Folsom, 
R. O. Williams and Mrs. A. M. 
P-

Others were invited but un- 


able to attend were J. C. Seacrest W. 
J Brers. B. E. Henkle and William 
Roberta. Jr. The committee decided 
to immediately distribute in cash the 
greater part of the fund to the bene- 
ficiaries, reserving a small portion to 
cover any emergency 
relief 
which 


might be found necessary during the 
next few months, while the victims 
should be In process of re-establishing 
themselves. In accordance with this 
decision, on April 4, checks were is- 
sued to beneficiaries to the amount 
of $919.85 and to merchants for sup- 
plies furnlBhed to beneficiaries $125.41 


After this distribution no special, 


needs deTelOped, altho expenditures 
of $35,43 were made on May 3 for 
merchandise 
to beneftciaries. 
This 


left a balance of $188.76 In the fund 
and on June 7 at the monthly meet- 
ing of the board of directors this was 
apportioned to the twenty-four bene- 
ficiaries and checks drawn to them 
closing the account 
In making these apportionments on 


April 5 and June 7, the special com- 
mittee and the board of directors 
have aimed to distribute the money to 
thoce in need according to their needs, 
taking Into consideration their insur- 
ance money received and other re- 
sources, but providing that all who 
suffered should receive at least a cer- 
tain minimum sum. 


The officers of the society have 


maintained most pleasant relations 
with all beneficiaries of the fund and 
have got heard of a single complaint 
from them or anyone else as to the 
adminfitratten of the same. All re- 
cipients have expressed hearty appre- 
ciatioa of this philanthropy which re- 
lieved their distress in a time of 
urgent need.

fifth, its thickness scarcely half an 
inch. On the obverse is an enameled 
green-robed figure, almost oriental in 
design. This figure is set in a hack- 
ground of dark blue. The enamel is^ 
covered by a transparent rock-crystal 
and is encased "by a broad decorative 
band of gold. By some the figure is 
supposed to represent St. Cuthbert, 
Alfred's patron saint, but generally it 
is considered to represent Christ On 
the reverse is an allegorical design.

"racket" apparently 
represents a 


boar's head" (altho some think it the 
head of a dolphin.)

An International Test. 


The ruling of the Treasury depart- 


ment, expressed thru a letter of in- 
structions to its agents thru Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Blair, with re- 
gard to the liquor suppies on board 
of foreign ships in American ports, 
is apparently one to which the treas- 
ury was constrained by the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court. This de- 
cision was plain enough in its terms. 
It was to the effect that the national 
prohibition act extends to all mer- 
chant vessels, both foreign and do- 
mestic, when within the 
territorial 


waters of the United tates. It is not 
within the competence of officers of 
the United States government to dis- 
regard or to Qualify such a decision. 
Liquor not clearly kept for sacramen- 
tal or medicinal purposes, and not 
authorized as such by a permit or cer- 
tificate of medicinal need 
must be 


dealt with in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Volstea'd act, which 
command seizure. 
This ruling is to 


be put in force June 10. Inasmuch as 
the leading countries of'Europe have 
annuonced that Aey interpret inter- 
national law as sanctioning the main- 
tenance of beverage supplies on board 
their ships in our ports, and that they 
intend to maintain the assumed right 
by sending their ships into our ports 
with such supplies legardless of con- 
trary orders, it is evident that an in- 
ternational test of the question in- 
volved is bound to be made. In tne 
making of such a test, it is probable 
that several nations of Europe will 
concur in challenging the right of the 


United States to interfere with thf-ir 
cargoes, tho Great Britain, as 
the 


chief maritime power of Europe, ma\ 
fight the matter oat for the rest of 
them. 


Most 
Americans, it would 
seem, 


would in principle welcome such an 
international 
determination. 
It 
is 


hard to see how a supply of liquor, no 
attempt to land which is made, and 
which, so far as all Americans use 
or ordinary cognizance is concerned, 
lies perdu on the ship while it 
is 


within 
our waters, 
should worry 


American citizens in general or even 
the enforcement officers. 
But 
the 


question may arise whether the ques- 
tion involved in Great Britain's main- 
tenance of her contention, for exam- 
ple, and our own refusal to admit it, 
is subject to arbitration. The supreme 
court says that foreign merchant ships 
in our territorial waters are subject 
to our domestic laws in all respects, 
and that the notion that the deck of 
the foreign ship is "foreign territoiy" 
is a fiction, a delusion. 
Under that 


decision, the question must be purely 
a domestic one. And how can a pure- 
ly domestic question be submitted to 
arbitration in a foreign country? The 
question is interesting, but this jb 
jection, assuming a reasonable good 
will on both sides, should not be in- 
superable. 


We seem to have been committed 


by the Eightennth amendment 
and 


the national enforcement act under it, 
to an extreme and intrusive assump- 
tion in this matter. It is not likely 
that such an assumption is intended 
or desired by the American people. 
Under the circumstances a friendly 
adjustment of the matter ought to be 
possible 
and practicable. — Boston

MEN AND THINGS 


Personally I am not going to worry because the rank 


and file of the English say that Americans are selfish 
and greedy because they insist upon Great Britain pay- 
ing back the money she borrowed to carry on the war. 
Great Britain is somewhat impoverished at the present 
time and every impoverished debtor doubtless views 
bis creditor who insists on repayment as being a Shy- 
lock. The fact of the matter is, as every returned 
traveler reports, that greediness is the characteristic 
of about everybody they come in contact with. It isn't 
a question of whether we can afford to forgive these 
debts It is a question of whether those who contracted 
them' believe any obligation rests on them to keep 
their pledge of repayment. 


What little economic knowledge we have acquired 


in the past seems to be of little assistance in solving 
the problems presented to .us in these days of great 
business ramifications. 
For the first four months of 


the year the increase in the number of automobiles 
produced was 104 per cent, while gasoline consumption 
tecreased but 36 per cent and per capita incomes and 
earnings but from 15 to 20 per cent. Take those pieces 
and try to fit them together. Maybe production of ma- 
chines and consumption of gasoline have different 
peaks in a year. 


Nothing could be more futile, in the realm of reason 


and logic at least, than to invoke the doctrine of state's 
rights to protect each commonwealth from a national 
prohibition amendment 
Governor Smith of New York 


used this argument to justify his act of nullification. If 
the state of New York has the right to refuse to abide 
by the decree of the federal constitution, it can take 
the vote away from women, the election of United 
States senators from the people, the right of suffrage 
from the negro, and rid its rich of the incubus of an 
Income tax. Yet his voice is silent upon the question 
of federal ravishment on these matters. Is the right to 
drink more sacred than the vote and property? 


Secretary Antles of the state department of public 


welfare says that as a result of the investigations made 
by workers in the beet fields of western Nebraska 
conditions for children are much improved. 
Consoli- 


dated schools have been built that give opportunity for 
the children who go with the heads of the families to 
work in the fields to get their full quota of school work, 
impossible at home because of the early date of their 
departure for the fields and the lateness of their re- 
turn. A few years ago the western part of the state 
was madder than a hornet because of the matters pub- 
lished by Mrs. Hornberger, who made the first investi- 
gation, but all is forgiven now that they have been 
prompt to apply the remedies. 


Those democratic weeklies that have been telling 


their readers that the code prevents the governor from 
changing men about from one department to another 
but requires him to maintain some state employes in 
half-idleness while other bureaus are under-manned 
would be doing themselves as well as their readers a 
service by reading over the very first section of the 
code. One of the good things about that system is that 
it permits, for the first time in political history, just 
that shifting about. Temporarily it is being blocked 
by a refusal of other state offcers who differ in politics 
and policies from the governor to recognize that the 
appropriation follows the employe. But It is not the 
fault of the code system that this situation has resulted. 


I have always been rather surprised that poor men 


strive and battle to become rich. I never met a poor 
man who would discourse on the subject who did not 
believe himself to be frankly and patently the superior 
of the rich man. Almost invariably he thinks that the 
riches were lecured by some sort of shenanigan, and 
as he is not himself rich he assumes that he has not 
been guilty of anything and consequently is much the 
superior morally of the rich man. He is equally con- 
fident that he has better taste and judgment. Why 
does he want to exchange?
